The  insane  asylum  at  Winosky,  She- 
boygan county,  Wisconsin,  was  totally  des- 
troyed by  fire  on  the  19th  inst.,  and  four  in-  | 
mates,  Lucrctia  Toothaker,  Mrs.  McDonald, 
August  Althorp  and  Billy  Dolau,  an  Indian, 
perished  in  the  flames.  For  some  reason  (no 
attempt  has  l)een  made  to  remove  their  bod- 
ies, and  they  stUl  lay  in  the  smoldering 
ruins.  The  property  loss  Is  only  $4,000  to 
$5,000.  with  uo  insurance.  J.  8.  Jewltt,  the 
keeper,  owned  the  building.  A  defective  flue 
was  the  cause. 

Regarding  the  passage  of  the  silver  bill 
while  the  papers  lu  London  have  been  quite 
bitter  and  unfair  in  their  discussion  of  tlie  sub- 
ject, the  people  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
alarmed.

CONGRISSIONAL. 


Senate,  Feb.  25.— Mr.  Conkhng  pre 

sented  the  petition  of  James  Gordon  Bennett 
for  congressional  aid  to  his  projected  North 
Pole  expedition.  Mr.  Wallace  introduced  a 
bill  providing  for  the  subsides  to  ocean  mail 
lines.  Mr.  Voorhees'  resolution  for  an  in- 
quiry into  expenditure  of  money  by  Indian 
tribes  of  Indian  Territory,  in  support  of  dele- 
gates in  Washington,  was  adopted.  Bills  re- 
lating to  the  Pacific  railroads  were  introducea 
and  referred.  Mr.  Plumb  eubmltted  an 
amendment  to  the  military  academy  bill  re- 
lating to  the  manner  of  filling  vacancies  in 
the  army.  An  amendment  to  the  re\'isea 
statutes  relating  to  forage  and  mounting  of 
army  officers  was  passed.  The  house  joint 
resolution  to  authorize  the  issue  of  arms  to  a 
military  company  in  Charleston  passed. 

House,  Feb.  25.— A  numl>er  of  bills 
were  introduced,  among  them  several  flnan- 
clal  measures  for  the  issue  of  United  SUtes 
bonds,  their  substitution  for  national  bank 
notes,  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  etc.  Bills 
were  reported  from  committees  and  variously 
disposed  of,  among  them  Banning's  armv  bill, 
which  was  reported  back,  and  the  bill  to  trans- 
fer the  Indian  bureau  to  the  war  department, 
which  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole.  |The  bill  to  forfeit  certain  railroad  land 
grants  was  ordered  printed  and  recommitted. 
The  house  went  into  committee  of  the  whole 
on  the  Mexican  pension  bill,  but  rose  without 
action  and  adjourned. 

Senate,  Feb.  26th.— Mr.  Ferry  was 
elected  president  pro  tem.in  the  absence  of  the 
vice  president  bv  enc  majority.  A  resolution 
wap  adopted  instructing  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  to  Investigate  diseases  of  hogs. 
Other  resolutions  and  bills  were  considered 
without  action. 

House,  Feb.  20.— Committees  were 
called  for  reports,  after  which  Chalmers  of  Mis- 
sissippi made  a  speech  upon  southern  matters, 
attacking  the  returning  board  of  Louisiana. 
Mr.  Butler  made  his  previously  announced 
speech  on  the  finances,  which  consumed  the 
rest  of  the  session. 

Senate,  Feb.  37. —Petitions,  resolu- 
tions and  minor  bills  was  Introduced  and  d,s. 
cussed  without  action.  Tlic  house  bill  to 
authonz,-  the  temporary  appointment  of 
pension  agents  to  pieveut  delay  in  the  pay- 
ment of  iiensiens  In  case  of  vacancies,  came 
up  and  caused  considerable  discussion.  Blame, 
Conkllng  ond  other  malcontents  opposing  t he 
bill  as  ir  tended  solely  for  the  relief  of  the 
newly  appointed  pension  agents  to  N«w  York, 
The  bill  finally  passed,  44  U  8. 

House,  Feb.  27th.— .\.  bill  to  restore 
urgeon  tieneral  Hammond  to  the  army  rolls 
was  passed.  Bills  were  passed  providing  for 
the  publication  of  the  revised  statues,  RraiU- 
inc  the  use  of  tents,  ammunition,  etc.,  to  the 
soldiers'  reunion?at  Marietta,  and  issuing  arms 
and  ammunition  to  Idaho  Territory,  l  he  bill 
for  pensioning  Mexican  veterans  was  taken  up, 
and  after  discussion  in  committee  of  the  whole 
went  over  .ind  the  house  adjourned. 

Sen.vtk.  Feb.  28.— Several  bills  were 
reported  and  placed  on  the  calender.  Mr. 
Beck  tried  to  call  up  his  bill  declaring  it  in- 
expedient to  levy  taxes  to  ^malutalii  the  sink- 
ing fund,  but  the  senate  refused.

Among  the  important  bills  introdu- 
ced was  one  by  Mr.  Mills  regulating  rates  and 
fares  on  railroads.  Bv  Mr.  Colville,  dividing 
Red  Wing  into  wards.  A  joint  resolution  by  Mr. 
Ladd  authoiizing  the  borrowing  ot  *500  for 
seed  grain.  By  Mr.  Hlcke,  providing  for  the 
inspection  of  steamboat  boilers.  The  evcnmg 
session  was  devoted  to  hearing  the  testimony 
In  the  Page  impeachment  case. 

Senate,  Feb.  26.— This  body  did  a  fine 
day's  work,  passing  neariy  sixty  bUls,some  of 
them  very  Important,  In    addition   to   which 
considerable  other  business  was  transacted. 
Of  the  especially  important  bills  passed  was 
the  general  tax  law,    restoring  with  sliglit 
amcHdmentthc  stringent  law  of  18i4;  the  bill 
setting  aside  the  500,000  acres  of  internal  im- 
provement lands  for  the  liquidation  of  the  old 
railroad  bonds,  and  that  for  limiting  home- 
stead exemptions  to  $4,^'00-    The  school  text 
book  bill  as  amended  by  the  House,  came  up, 
but  without  action  the   Senate  made  it  the 
special  order  for  the  27th.    The  senate  slgni- 
lled  Its  belief  in  the  necessity  of  a  constitu- 
tional convention  by  recommending  Senator 
Waite's  bill  for  that  purpose  to  pass  w  ithout 
a  dissenting  voice.    Bills  were  introduced  reg- 
ulating the  salaries  of  certain   State  oracers, 
and  for  increashig   the    salaries    of  district 
judges  to  ?;a,500. 

House,  Feb.  3G.— The  House  yesterday 
put  iu  a  long  and  faithful  day's  work,  and  dis- 
posed ol  a  large  amount   of  business.    The 
Wming  session  was  entirely  devoted  to  the 
passing  of  House  bills,  of  which  about  thirty, 
mostly  of  a  local  character  were  gotten  out  of 
the  way.    In  the  afternoon,  yesterday  bcnig 
the  last  day  for  the  introduction  of  new  bills 
the  opportunity  was  availed  of  to  introduce  a 
very  large  number  of  bills— few  of  wluch;how- 
cver,  possessed  more  than  local  signilicancc. 
Vftcr  this  order  had  been  disposed  of,  the  text 
Look  bill  was  taken  up  and  disposed  of.    The 
bill  was  passed  by  a  vote   of  71  to :«.    I  pon 
motion    the  resolution  of  Inquiiy    into  the 
oflicial  conduct  of  Judge  Cox  at  the     late 
term     of        the     Martin    county      district 
court,  was  adopted  without  opposition.    Mr. 
Campbell,  of  the  judiciary  committee  was  plac- 
ed at  the  head  of  the  committee    of  inves- 
tigation, with  the  power  to  send  for  persons 
and  pupcrs.    In  the  evening  the  attcntjon  of 
the  House  was  entirely  occupied  with    the 
Page  Impeachment. 

Senate,  Feb.  27.  -The  constitutionnl 
amendment  bill  was  defeated,  lacking  five 
yotes  of  the  requisite  two-thiids.  Among  the 
new  bills  introduced  were  these:  To  redis- 
trict  the  judicial  districts;  appropriating  ?300 
for  disseminating  information  about  destruct- 
ive insects;  to  transfer  the  soldiers'  ori)hans 
to  the  State  University;  to  provide  for  the  ad- 
iustraent  of  the  Braincrd  branch  land  grant. 
The  bill  to  appropriate  $5,000  for  immigration 
purposes  was  indiUnitcly  posti>oiicd.  These 
laws  were  perfected  In  the  passage  of  house 
bills.  Amundin;^  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Redwing;  amending  the  charter  of  Lake  City; 
authorizing  the  village  of  Waseca  to  issue 
bonds,  and  Le  Sueur  county  to  sell  its  poor 
farm ;  changing  school  districts  iu  Lc    Sueur 

county. 

House,  Feb.   27.— The   raornine:    pro- 
ceedings of  the  House  furnislied  some  impor- 
tant committee  reports,  the  chief  of  which   in 
Importance  was  on  the  Immigration  <juestiou. 
The  report  was  accompanied  by  a  bill  naniiug 
an  immigration    csmmissiun  and  providing 
for  the  issue  of  an  immigration  pamphlet.    A 
resolution  eiidorshig  Brandt  went  over  under 
debute.    Soon  after  the  meeting  In  the  after- 
noon the  Page  impeachment  matter  was  taken 
up  with  the  understanding  that  members  of 
the  Judidiary  committee  could  each  speak  at 
length  and  other  members  could   speak  ten 
minutes.      The  consideration  of  the  matter 
continued  until  midnight,  when  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted,  71  to  30:  Jf^^''^'^^ 
That  Hon.  Sherman  Page,  judge  of  the  tenth 
judicial  district  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  lie 
impeached  for  corruut  conduct  in  office  and 
for  crimes  and  misdemeanors.     The  House 
then  adopted  the  following  resolution  of  for- 
mal impeachment:    Jiexohfil,      That  a  com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to 
go  to  the  Senate,  and  at  the  bar  thereof,  in 
the  name  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
of  all  the  people  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  to 
Impeach  Sherman  Paife,  judge  of  the  tenth  ju- 
dicial district.  Stale  of  Minnesota,  of  corrupt 
conduct  and  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  ni 
office,  and  acquaint  the  Senate  that  the  House 
of  Representatives  will  in  due  time,  exhibit 
particular  articles    of  impeuchmeut  against 
him,  and  make  good  the  same,  and   that  the 
committee  do  demand  that  the  Senate  take 
order  for  the  appearance  of  said  Sherman  Page 
to  answer  said  Impeachment. 

Sen-VTE.  Feb.  28.— The  salaries  of  the 
city  officers  of  St.  Paul  and  of  Ramsey  county 
are  to  be  slightly  reduced.

To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

After    verv    careful    consideration    of 
House  bill  103,  entitled,  "An  act  to  author- 
ize the  coinage  of  the  standard  silver  dol- 
lar and  to  restore  its  legal  tender  charac- 
ter," I  feel  compelled  to  return  it  to  the 
House  of  representatives,  in  which  it  orig- 
inated with  my  objections  to  its  passage. 
Holding  the  opinion  which  I  expressed  in 
my  annual  message  that  neither  the  inter- 
ests of  the  government  nor  the  people  of 
the  United  States  would  be  promoted  by 
disparaging  silver  as  one  of  the  two  pre- 
cious metals  which  furnish  thecoin.ige  of 
the  world,   and    that    legislation   which 
looks  to  maintaining  the  volume  of  in- 
trinsic money  to  as  full  a  mea€ure  ol  both 
metals  as  their  relative  commercial  values 
will  i>ermit,  would  be  neither  unjust  nor 
inexpedient,  it  lias  been  ray  earnest  desire 
to  concur  with  Congress  in  the  adoption 
of  such  measures  to  increase  the   silver 
coinage  of  the  country  as  would   not  im 
pair   the   obligation   of  contracts   either 
public  or  private,   nor  injuriously   affect 
the  iiublic  credit.     It  is  only   upon  con- 
viction that  this  bill  does  not  meet  these 
essential  requirements  that  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  withhold  from   it  my   approval. 
My  present  official  duty   as  to  this  bill 
permits  only  an  utttention  to  specific  ob- 
ectious  to  its  passajje  which  seem  to  me 
ko  importai  t  as  to  justify  uic  in   asking 
from  the  wnsdom  and  duty  of  Congress 
that  further  consideration  of  the  V»iU  for 
which  the  constitution  has  in  such  cases 
provided. 

The  bill  provides  jor  the  coinage  of  sil- 
ver   dollars  of  the   weight   of  412   1-2 
grains  each,  of  standard  silver,  to  be  l<- 
gal  tender  at  their  nominal  value   for  all 
d«^bts    and  dues,  jiublic  an^  prvale,  ex- 
cept where  otherwise cxpressly^stipulated 
in  the  contnicts.     It  is  well    known   that 
the  market    value    ol    that     Eu.nber  «»l 
grains  of  standard  silver  during    the  past 
year  has  been    from   ninty  to    ninty-two 
cents,  as   compared     with    the  standard 
<»old  dollar.    Thus  the  silver  dollar,   au- 
thorizcdjby  this  bill,  is  worth  8   to  10  jht 
cent,  less  than  it  purjioits  to  be  worth  and 
is  made  a  legal   tender     for  debts    con- 
tracted when  the    law  did   not  rec(»gui7.e 
such  coins  sis  lawful  money.     The  right  to 
pay  duties  in  silver  or  in    certiiicatcs  of 
silver  desposits  will  when  they  are  issued 
insufficient    amount  to  circulate      put 
an  end  to  the  receipts  of  revenue  value  in 
gold  and  thus  compel    the   payment    of 
silver  for  both  the  priucipal  and   interist 
of  the  public    debt.     $1,143,493,4^"  ^i'^' 
larsofthe    lK>nded  debt  now     outstand- 
ing was  issued  prior  to   February,   18T3, 
when  the  silver  dollar  was  unknown    in 
circulation  iu  this  country,  and  was  only  a 
convenient  form  of  silver  bullion  for  ex- 
portation. 

1:583,440,350  of  the   funded   debt   has 
been  issued  since  February,    1873,    when 
gold  alone  was   the  coin   in  which  both 
parties  to  the  c<mtract  understood  that 
the  Ixmds  would  be   paid.    These   bonds 
entered  into  the   markets   of  the   worid. 
They  were  paid  for  in  gold,   when   silver 
had  greatlv    depreciated  and   wiieu   no 
one  would  have  bought  them   if  it   had 
been  undeisto<4d  thev  would   be  paid  iu 
silver.    The  sum  ot  |2'^5,000,000  of  these 
bonds  has  been  sold  during  my  adminis- 
tration  for  gold  coin,   and   the   United 
states  received  the  benefit   of  these  sales, 
by  a  reduction  ot  the   rate  of  intcrcsl    to 
4  per  cent.     During  the  progress  of  these 
sales  a  doubt    wa.s"  suggested    as  to  the 
coin  in  which  the  payment  of  these  bondr. 
would  be  made.     The    public  announce 
ment  was  thereupon  authoiized   that   it 
was  not  to  be  anticipated  that  any  furih 
er  legislation  of  Congress,   or  any  action 
of  any   department  of  the   government 
would  sanction  or  tolerate  the  redemption 
of  the  principal   of  these  l^onds,  or  the 
payment  of   interest  thereon  in   <  oiu  of 
less  value  than   the  coin   authorized   by 
law  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  bonds, 
being  the  coin   exacted   by  the  go^f rn- 
inent  in  exchange  for  the  same.     In  view 
«if  these  facts  it   will  be  justly   regarded 
as  a  grave  breach  of  the   public  faith  to 
undertake  to  pay  these   bonds,   principal 
and  interest,  in  silver  coin,   worth  in  tli«> 
market  less   than   the  coin  received    lor 

them. 

It  is  said  that  the  silver  dollar  made  a 
legal  tender  by  this  bill,  will,  under  its 
operations,  be  equivalent  in  value  to  the 
gold  dollar.  Many  sujiporters  of  the  bill 
l>elicvc  this  and  would  not  justify  an  at 
tempt  to  pay  debts,  either  i>ublic  or  p'"' 
vatc,  in  coin  of  inferior  value  to  the  mon- 
ey of  the  world. 

The  capital  defect  of  the  bill  is,  that  )♦ 
contains  no  provision  protecting  Irom  its 
opcraaon  pre-existing  debts,  iu  case  the 
coinage  which  it  creates  shall  continue  to 
be  of  less  value  than  that  which  was  the 
sole  legal  tender  when  they  were  con- 
tracted. If  it  is  now  proposed  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  advantage  of  the  dc 
preciation  of  silver  in  payment  ol  debts.

dollar  of  less  commercial  value  than  any 
dollar,  whether  of  gold  or  paper,  which 
is  now  lawful  money  in  this  country,  such 
measure,  it  will  hardly  V>e  .jucstioued, 
will,  in  the  judgment  of  mankind,  be  »o 
act  of  bad  i'&ith.  As  to  all  debts  hereto 
fore  contracted,  the  silver  dollar  should 
be  made  a  legal  tender  only  at  its  market 
value.  The  standard  of  value  should  not 
be  changed  except  by  consent  of  both 
parties  to  the  contract. 

National  promises  should  be  k?pt  ^vith 
unflinching  fidelity.  There  is  no  power 
to  compel  the  nation  to  pay  its  jus*  debts. 
Its  credit  depends  on  its  honor.  The 
nation  owes  what  it  had  led  or  allowed 
its  creditors  to  expect.  I  cannot  approve  a 
bill  which  in  my  judgment,  authorizes 
the  violation  of  the  sacred  obligatiocs. 
The  obligation  of  public  faith  transcecJ'^ 
all  questions  of  profit  or  public  advart- 
age.  Its  unquestionable  maintenance  ? 
the  dictate  as  well  of  die  highest  exped 
iency  as  of  the  most  necessary  duty  ar'i 
sliould  ever  be  carefully  guarded  by  the 
Executive,  by  Congress  and  by  the  people. 
It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  if  the 
country  is  to  be  benefitted  by  a  s,ilvcr 
coinage  it  can  be  dime  only  by  the  issue 
of  silver  dollars  of  full  value,  which  will 
in  the  end  defraud  no  man.  A  currency 
worth  less  than  it  purports  to  be  worth 
will  in  the  end  defraud  not  only  creditors 
but  all  who  arc  engaged  in  Irgitimhtr 
business,  and  none  more  assuredly  than 
those  who  are  dependent  on  thfir  daiU 
lal>or  for  their  daily  bread.

The  insane  asylum  at  Wincsky,  She- 
boygan county,  Wisconsin,  whs  totally  des- 
troyed by  fire  on  the  I9th  inst.,  and  four  in- 
mates, LuTCtia  Tfjothaker,  Mrs.  McDonald, 
August  Althorp  aud  Billy  Dolan,  an  Indian, 
penshed  in  the  flames.  For  some  reafiOu(no 
attempt  has  been  made  to  remove  their  bod- 
ies, and  they  still  lay  in  the  smoldering 
ruins.  The  property  loss  is  only  $4,000  to 
$.*>,(K)0.  with  i.o  insurance.  J.  8.  Jcwilt,  the 
keeper.owned  the  tmllding.  A  defective  flue 
was  the  cause. 

Regaiding  the  passage  of  the  silver  bill 
while  the  papers  in  London  have  been  quite 
bitter  and  unfair  in  their  discussion  of  the  eub- 
ject,  the  people  do  not  seem  to  havf  been 
alarmed.  The  etfect  upon  the  value  of  Amer- 
ican bonds  has  been  scarcely  appreciable.  In 
fact,  taking  the  record  of  the  past  six  weeks 
into  account,  while  English  funds  have  fallen 
three-eighths,  .\merican  bonds  have  fully  held 
their  own.  The  eil'ect  on  silver  is  equally  en- 
couraging to  those  who  insisted  on  \U  remonc- 
tization.  From  about  fifty-three  pence  per 
ounce  it  has  steadily  advanced,  in  spite  of 
heavy  sales  in  Germany,  until  It  now  stands  at 
66^'  pence.

Mr.  Voorhees'  resolution  for  «n  '°- 
(juiry  into  expenditure  of  money  by  Indian 
tribes  of  Indian  Territory,  in  support  of  dele- 
gates in  Washington,  was  adopted.  Bills  re- 
lating to  the  Pacific  railroads  were  introduced 
and  referred.  Mr.  Plumb  submitted  an 
amendment  to  the  military  academy  bill  re- 
lating to  the  manner  of  filling  vacancies  In 
the  army.  -\n  amendment  to  the  re\-isea 
statutes  relating  to  forage  and  mounting  of 
army  officers  was  passed.  The  house  joint 
resolution  to  authorize  the  issue  of  arms  to  a 
military  company  in  Charleston  passed. 

House,  Feb.  25.— A  number  of  bills

The  Princess,  in  a  few  days 
quitted  Aix,  and  went  to    I.ausanna,  when   M, 
Delalage  again  met  her.     He  asked  for  the   12,. 
000  francs.    She  wrote  to  him  to  apologize  for 
non-pavment.  and  alleged  that  her  affairs   had 
been  deranged  by  the  war.      Other  rorre^nd- 
ence  and  another  loan    followed.      Promise  of 
gracious  civility   was  given    in    the    princess 
manner  before  she  drew  the  money;  but  when 
Delalage  renewed  his  calls,  the    servants    were 
instructed  to  treat  him  as  an  importunate  dun. 
Finally,  the  princess    emigrated    to    America. 
M.    Delalage    wrote    to  her.  mother^    the  rich 
Madame  Bazilevskv,  who  resides  in  St.    Peters- 
bur''  in  winter,  and  at  Orienbaum  in   summer. 
No  answer    being    returned,    he    brought    his 
grievance  before  the  civil  tribunal.       The  let- 
ters the  illustrious  debtor  wrote    at  Lausanna 
were  read  in  court.     This  small  vengeance   was 
the  only  satisfaction  the  amiable  51.   Delalage 
obtained.     "On  il  n'y  a  rien.  le    Roi   perd    ses 
droits."    The  smart  princess  had  made  oyer  all 
her  seizable  property  in  France    lo  a  relative, 
in  the  enjoyment  of  her  confidence. 

The  princess  is  now  at  the  W  mdsor  hotel, 
iu  this  city.  She  has  gone  comparatively 
little  into  society,  although  her  friends  have 
pressed  her  to  do  so.  At  the  charity  ball  she 
engaged  one  of  the  prosceuiuni  boxes  and 
made  everv  preparation  for  coming,  but  was 
prevented  bv  a  sudden  attack  of  illness.  At 
the  Lioderkranz  masquerade  at  the  Academy 
of  Music  her  maguiticent  diamonds  at- 
tracted general  attention.  Her  friemls  deny 
the  report  of  her  separation  from  her  hus- 
band, and  say  that  the  latter  is  still  with  the 
armv  in  Turkey.  The  statements  in  regard 
to  her  financial  difficulties  iu  France  are  also 
contradicted. 

The  princess  is  about  forty  years  of  age, 
and  of  commanding  presence.  Her  complex- 
ion is  a  pale  blonde.  She  lives  very  quietly 
at  the  Windsor,  and  though  frequently  in- 
vited to  mingle  more  iu  the  social  life  of 
upper  tendom,  has  so  far  coiitined  her  vinits 
to  her  intimate  f  rieiidb.  She  does  not  exiJect 
to  remain  in  America  more  than  a  few  wct*ks 
longer,  and  \vould  havo  sailed  for  home 
sooner,  but  for  the  tempestuous  weather. 
The  princess  is  aceonqmnieil  by  her  nephew, 
the  Count  Kalonvral.

After    vcrv    careful    consideration    of 
House  liill  1«J3,  entitled,  "An  act  to  author- 
ize the  coinage  of  the  standard  silver  dol- 
lar and  to  restore  its  legal  tender  charac- 
ter," I  feel  compelled  to  return  it  to  the 
House  of  representatives,  in  which  it  01  ig- 
inated  with  my  objections  to  its  passage. 
Holding  the  opinion  which  I  cxpicsK-d  in 
my  annual  message  that  neither  the  inter- 
ests of  the  government  nor  the  jicople  of 
the  United  States  would  be  promoted  by 
disparaging  silver  as  one  of  the  two  pre- 
cious metals  which  furnish  the  coinrge  of 
the  world,   and    that    legislation    which 
looks  to   maintaining  the  volume  of  in- 
trinsic money  to  as  full  a  measure  oi  both 
metals  as  their  relative  commercial  values 
will  i»erniit,  would  be  neither  unjust  nor 
inexpedient,  it  b.as  been  my  earnest  desire 
to  concur  with  Congress  in  the  aiioplion 
of  such  measures   to   increase  the   silver 
coinage  of  the  country  as  would   not  im 
pair   the   obligation   of  rontracts   eithiv 
public  or  ]»iivatc,   nor  injuriously   affect 
the  public  credit.     It  is  only   upon  coc- 
viction  that  this  bill  docs  not  meet  thes« 
essential  re<iuirenicnls  that  I  feel  it  \w~ 
duty  to  withhold  from   it   my   approval.

FAUliTS  OF  WBONO  EDUCATION. 

It  is  unfortunately  only  too  true  that  the 
youths  of  the  present  day  are  not  brought 
up  to  play  their  part  as  citizens;  they  are 
taught  to  be  Frenchmen  only,  and  leave  the 
schools  with  as  goodly  a  store  of  selfishness 
as  life  itself  can  confer.

Married  people,  alarmed  at  the  scarcity  of 
hualMiuds  and  of  the  population,   to  which, 
by  the  by,  they  contribute  very  sparely,  often 
ad^^se  young    men    to    marry    and  become 
heads  of  families.     They  do   this,  neverthe- 
less, with  such  hesitation  and  tremulousness 
u/<"t."/',   i."a*«,    '"« I  tijat  they    remind   me    of    bathers  standing 
These  belong  to   the  I  ^^^^  chattering  teeth  in  a  bitterly  cold  stieani 
and  declaring  all    the    time    that  the  water 
is   "delicious."     The  indifference  of  young 
men  in  regard  to  matrimony  can  only  be 
compared  to  the  eagerness  of  maidens  to  be- 
come wives.     The  chief  inducements  are  l<i 
soiree  du  contr'd—a.  ijarty  given   on   the  eve 
of  the  wedding,  when  the   marriage  act  is 
read  before  the  assembled  relatives  and  when 
all  the  stipulations  concerning  the  "dot"  are 
made  known.     The  trousseau  is  then  exhib- 
ited.    Some  marry  tmder  the    regiiiie   d:  hi 
C'linmnnante  or  common  purse,  but  many 
consider  it  improvident,  and   others  marry 
imder  the  regiioc  dotal,  and  the  wife's  dot  is 
onlv  alienated    in    cases    prescribed  by  law.

NOT  AliWATfS  UNHArFV. 

It  does  not  follow  becau.se  marriages  are 
made  up  so  lightly  that  all  are  unhappy; 
marriayes  d''inclinfition  often  are  disaster- 
ons  mistakes,  and  long  courtships  are  in 
France  often  attended  with  unpleasantness; 
but  here  alone  can  relative  happiness  at- 
tend such  an  extraordinary  system  as  that 
I  have  been  describing.  This  can  be  ac- 
counted for.  The  Parisienne  is  endowed  by 
nature  with  a  spirit  of  intuition  not  given  to 
other  Europen  ladies;  her  discernment  en- 
ables her  to  comprehend  things  quickly,  and 
a  very  acute  saying  is  that  of  the  thinker 
who  wrote,  "He  who  understands  everything 
can  forgive  everthiug."  This  understanding 
means  a  great  deal  in  French  married  life; 
it  enables  the  wife  to  work  hard  while  the 
husband  rests  himself  or  idles  his  time,  and 
I  am  also  sorry  to  say  that  it  sometimes 
prompst  and  enables  her  to  seek  compensa- 
tion for  this  neglect  of  his  duty. 

THE  ETICiXJETTE. 

The  etiquette  of  the  marriage  ceremony  in 
France  has  now  to  be  dealt  with.      A    great 
man  on  this  occasion  is  the  coiffeur,  or  hair- 
dresser.    He  comes  early,  having  the  bride's 
head  to  do  first,  then  the  heads  of  the  family, 
and,    as    intimate    friends    arrive    for    the 
corteye,  if  there  are  any  bandeaux    or    curls 
that  have  been  disarranged  by  new    bonnets 
it    is    his    business    to     put     thera    right. 
The    bridal    veil    is    an      important    affair 
(there  are  so  many  ways  of  putting  it  on), 
and  lastly  there  are  the  kisses  to  distribute 
around  before  a    puff    full    of .  powder    is 
shaken  over  the  bride's  face.     This  and  the 
gloves  are  the  last  things  put  on,   and  now 
one  of  the  numerous  white  bouquets  present- 
ed to  the  bride  is  selected  with   a    view   to 
please  some  particular  donor.     The  corteye, 
with  the  bridesmaids  also  carrj-ing  bouquets, 
follow  in  the  wake  of  the  young   couple,  and 
there  is  a   solemn    procession    down    stairs. 
The  bride  reaches  the   church,   led   by   her 
father  or  nearest  male   relative;  the    groom 
comes  behind  with  his  mother-in-law;  a  little 
after  appears  the  jubilant  )ia.(ricme,  for  the 
turnout  is  all  her   work.     The   bride  kneels 
on  a  velvet-cushioned   prieu-dieu    and  her 
mother  pulls  out  the  veil    with    a    view   to 
protlnce  a  hazy,    angelic    mist    around    the 
forthcoming  proceedings.     The  bridegroom 
tries  to  look  as  if  ho  felt  quite  at  ease  in  his 
clothes,  but  looks  as  if  ho   thought  the  ser- 
vice were  long:  at  about  the  middle  of  it  he 
becomes  aware  that  it  is  slightly  advancing, 
for  the  bridesmaids  gingerly  led  by  the  hand 
between  the  thumbs  and  finger  of  the  "best 
men,"   come    forward    with    a     pouch    for 
laqufte  or  collection.     He  drops  in  his  gold 
or  silver  coin  and  so  does    the    bride.     The 
ladies  and  gentlemen  composing    the    mar- 
riage party  follow   the    example;    then    the 
bridesmaids  and  their    escorts    descend  the 
steps  of  the  altar,  and  the  collection  contin- 
ues in  the  church. 

SIONINO  THE  UEOISTEB. 

When  the  service  is  over  and  the  officiat- 
ing priest  has  left  the  ultar  tho  beadles  lead 
the  way  to  the  vestry-,  where  the  kride  and 
her  husband  sign  their  names  to  the  open 
register.  When  this  is  done  the  bride  takes 
np  her  position  by  her  husband's  side,  the 
nearest  relatives  standing  near  them;  then 
the  assembled  company  pour  in  to  congratu- 
late them.  This  generally  occupies  a  con- 
siderable time,  but  when  it  is  gone  through 
every  one  goes  back  to  his  or  her  place 
in  the  church,  and  silence  and  order  being 
restored  the  beaiUes  once  more  flonrish  their 
wands  and  lead  the  way  back  lo  the  church 
entrance  down  the  centi-Hl  nave.  At  this 
part  of  the  ceremony  tho  bridegroom  may 
smile  at  people  us  Lv  recoyuizes  them.  He 
is  a  happy  man  now.  When  he  came  in  he 
was  imlihereut  enough;  at  least  etiquette 
willed  it  so.  YaQ  bride  may  imperceptibly 
nod,  but  it  is  not  the  riyht  thing  to  do,  so 
she  winks,  and  has  even  bteu  known  to  pinch 
her  husband's  arm.

Stanley's  Travels. 

The  London  correspondent  of    the    New 
York  Tribune  says  that  H.  M.    Stanley    has 
escaped  the  tender    mercies    of   the  Congo 
savages  only  to  endure  a  ftudous  on  slaught 
from  their  English  friends.     While  Italy  was 
hanging  medals  around  his  neck,  and  France 
putting  a  palm  branch  into  his  hands,    Eng- 
land was  calculating  how  many    niggers  he 
had  needlessly  shot,  the  president  of  the  geo- 
graphical society  was  writing  to  the  papers  to 
contradict  the  reix)rt  that  the  Albert  hall  had 
been  taken  for  a  public  meeting  in  his  honor, 
and  what  was  called  the  hmnanitarian  party 
was  rearing  its  head  once  more.    Sir  Ruther- 
ford Aicock,  its  president  is  a  man  of    peace, 
and  for  a  while   seemed    disposed    to    make 
any  sacrifice  rather  than  risk  a    disturbance. 
It  was  under  the  influence  of  this  feeling  he 
wrote  the  note  mentioned  above.    Presently, 
however,  a  better  spirit  showed  itself.    Other 
members  began  to  make    themselves    heard 
The  British  love  of  fair  play  asserted    itself 
as  it  did  before,  when  a  concerted  effort  to 
break  down  Stanley  had  to  be    abandoned  in 
deference  to  the  indignation  of    the   people. 
A  meeting  of  the  council  took  place,   and    it 
was  resolved  that  a    public    meeting    should 
be  held,  under  the  direction  of   the  society, 
at  which  Stanley  shoidd  be  invited  to  give  an 
account  of  his  travels  and  discoveries,  and  a 
dinner  should  be  given  in  his  honor  at  Willis' 
rooms  by  the  council,  at  which  the  fellows  of 
the  society  and  their  friends  might  be  present. 
The  dates  of  these  two  ceremonies  remain  to 
Ije  filed.     It  was  settled    also    that,    if    the 
humanitarians  should  attempt  to  disturb  the 
the  meeting,  they  shoidd    be    told    by    the 
president  that  they  were  out  of  order;    that 
society  was  assembled  for  geographical  pur- 
poses; and,  if  they  desired  to  offer  a  protest 
against  Mr.  Stanley's  proceeding  in  respect 
of  the  Africans,  it  would  be  open  to  them  to 
convene  a  meeting  of    their    own    for    that 
puriwse.   The  minority  which  assails  Stanley 
has  access  to  the  columns    of    one  or  two 
newsj)ai>eis    of    some    consequence.      Some 
Ijart  of  the  animosity    which    pursues    Mr. 
Stanley  seems  to  be  due  to  his  American  na- 
liouality.     There  is  a  set  of  people    who  as- 
sume   he    is    English   when  credit  is  to  be 
claimed  for  his    discoveries,    and    American 
when  obloquy  is  to  be  fastened  on  him    for 
the  alleged  cruelties.     An    elaborate  indict- 
ment api)ears  against  the  leading  Tory  organ; 
none  the  less  an  indictment  because  it  puts 
on  the  grab  of  an  impartial  suspense  of  judg- 
ment, and  contains  an  appeal    to    the  geo- 
graphicsd  society  to  arraign  and  try  him.     It 
savs  Mr.  Stanley's  American  experience  and 
relations  were  not  likely  to  render  his  regard 
for  the  lives  of  hostile  barbarians  particular- 
ly sensitive  or  scrnpulotis.

Many  other  are  the  popular  dilasgetueutK  on 
these  occasions :  but  decorum  generally  pre- 
vails until  the  stately  walking  out  of  doors 
is  over  and  didner  is  taken.     At  this  hotir 
the  white  gloves  are  laid  aside  and  neckties 


meut  of  Wisconsin  cavalry  during  the  war, 
and  subsequently  held  a  commission  as  cap- 
tain in  the  id  cavalry  United  Stales  army,  up 
to  the  reduction  of  tho  army  in  1871,  when  he 
was  mustered  out  of  the  service.

We  were  marritjd  accord- 
ing* to  the  rite  of  the  Russian    chureh.    and 
the  certificate  of  our  marriage  was,    as    you 
see.  put  ujxjn  my  jiiipsport  and  signed  by  the 
American    consul   in    Odessa.    I    was  then 
possessed  of  suflicient  means  to    enable    me 
to  live  in  comfortable  elegance  for    the    rest 
of  my  life,  possessing  valuable    property    in 
Nebraska  and  al^o  having  large   investments 
in      Russian     real   estate.     My    wife's    ex- 
travagance, however,  almost  ruined  me.     In 
about  a  year  and  a  half  she  managed  to  dis- 
siiMite  two-thirds  of  my  meaiLs.     Something 
over  three  mouths  ago,  business  called  mo  to 
St.  Petersburg  and  thence  to  Germany,    my 
native  oountrj-.    While  in    Germany    I    re- 
ceived from  Kischaneff    a    letter    informing 
me  of  the  existence  of  a    criminal    intimacy 
between  my  wife  and  a  Mr.  Mitaky,    son   of 
the  proprietor  of  the  Commercial  bank    of 
Kischaneff.     Shocked  by  the  jjcrfidy   of    the 
woman,  who,  not    content    with  financially 
ruining  me.  must  also  dishonor  me,  I  at  once 
returned  to  Kischaneff  to  satisfy    myself    of 
the  truth  of  the  allegations    that    bad    been 
made.     1  did  not  go  to  my  home,  but    to    a 
hotel,  and  there,  after  a    few    da3rs,    became 
satisfied    beyond    a  doabt  of  her  guilt,  and 
was  told  that  she  was  about  to  elope    with  a 
Mr.  Mitaky.     I  was    told    what   train    they 
would  take.     I  reported  the  facts  at  once  to 
the  chief  of  police.     The   first  question   he 
asked  me  was: 

•'Are  you  a  Russian?" 
I  answend.  "No."' 

Then  he  asked  me.  "What  religion  do  yon 
profess?" 

I  told  him,  "Catholic." 
"Well,"  he  said.  ''I  don't  know  what  I  can 
do,  but  I  will  see." 

I  earnestly  requested  him  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  elopement,   and    supposed,    having    put 
him  in  possession  of  all  the    facts,    that    he 
would  do  BO.     But  on  the  evening  fixed  for 
the  fight  I  saw  my  wife  enter  the  depot  and 
go  into  a  caiTiage  of  the  train,   accompanied 
by  her  paramour,  and  the  police  did  nothing. 
I  myself  entered  the  car  in  which  the  couple 
were,  and  my  wife  cried  out  for   the    police. 
She  is  known  as  ihe  daughter  of  a    very    in- 
fluential gentleman  of    Kischaneff.    At    her 
call  the  police  appeared    promptly,    but  in- 
stead of  interfering  with  her  elopement  they 
arrested  me.    They  tore  my  clothing;  hurled 
me  out  of  the  carriage,  and  dragged  me    off 
to  prison  into  a  subterranean    cell,    without 
any  light,  and  without    any    bed    or  other 
furniture.     I  bad  to  lie  on  the  wet,    slippery 
floor,  subjected  to  constant  invasions  by  the 
rats.     The  food  given  me    was    coarse    and 
filthy.     I  asked  to  be  permitted  to  communi- 
cate with  friends,  and  was  refflsed.     I  called 
for  paper  that  I  might  write  to  the  American 
ambassador,  and  that  was  denied  me.'

H.  Boker,  an  ex- 
Methodist  minister,  appointed,  I  believe,  by 
President  Grant.    Here  is  his  reply:

Since  the  law  restricting  the  coinage  was 
pat^sed,  the  whole  quantity  of  silver  that  hai> 
passed  throngh  the  two  mints  at  Paris  and 
Bordeaux  has  scarcely  exceeded  a  value  of 
200,(X)0,000  francs,  or  to  be  more  exact,  jhe 
silver  coinage  was  in  francs:

1877 16,600.000 

No  five-franc  silver  pieces  whatever  have 
been  issued  or  will  be  this  year.  The  sixteen 
and  odd  millions  turned  out  in  1877  were  re- 
ceived in  the  shape  of  bullion  by  the  mint 
prior  to  the  legislation  of  August  1H76.  which 
snspeuded  the  coinage  of  silver.

It  if>  a  noted  fact  that  the  most  determined 
duel  of  which  I  have  any  record  was  fought 
in  New  York  State,  and  very  near  the  metro- 
polis of  that  name.  The  lueeting  was  be- 
tween De  Witt  Clinton  and  John  Swart  wont 
iu  1802.  It  appears  probable  that  if  the  dis- 
pute in  which  this  duel  oiigiiukted  had  taken 
its  natural  course  the  most  infamous  duel  in 
any  history — that  between  Hamilton  and 
Burr — would  have  been  omitted.  Clinton 
and  Burr  had  a  very  fierce  and  tmcident  po- 
litical dispute,  which  finally  became  personal. 
Before  it  had  fairly  come  to  an  issue,  John 
Swart  wont  became  involvetl  in  it.  taking 
Blur's  place.  He  challenged  Clinton,  who 
accepted.  On  the  field  Clinton  remarked 
*•  that  he  wished  he  had  the  principal  (Burr) 
before  him.''  If  his  wish  had  been  gratified 
there  is  little  doubt  that  his  fatal  precision  of 
shot  would  have  put  Burr  where  he  cottld  not 
have  killed  Hamilton  three  years  later.  Mr. 
Swartwout  insisted  that  he  shoold  have  an 
apology,  and  prepared  one  that  he  insisted 
Mr.  Clinton  should  bign.  Mr.  Clinton,  of 
conrse.  declined,  and  the  parties  went  to  the 
field. 

Mr.  N.  S.  Smith,  who  was  Swartwout's 
second,  says:  The  gentlemen  took  positions 
and  fired  without  effect.  At  Mr.  Biker's  re- 
quest, I  asked  Mr.  Swartwout  if  he  was  sat- 
isfied. He  answering  in  the  negative,  the 
second  snot  was  fired  without  effect.  I  again 
asked  )Ir.  Swartwout  if  he  wa.s  satisfied. 
He  replied,  "I  am  not,"  and  the  third  shot 
was  exchanged  withoat  injury.  I  then  asked 
Mr.  Swartwout.  "Are  you  satisfied,  sir?"  He 
replied.  "I  am  not.  Neither  shall  I  be  until 
the  apology  is  made  which  I  have  demanded. 
Until  then  we  must  proceed."  I  then  pre- 
sented a  paper  to  Mr.  Biker  for  Mr. 
Clinton's  siguattire.  containing  the  ajx^logy 
demanded,  observing  that  this  paper  must  be 
signed  or  we  would  proceed.  Mr.  Clinton 
declared  he  wotild  sign  no  paper  on  the  sub- 
ject: that  he  had  no  animosity  te  Mr.  Swart- 
wout. and  would  willingly  shake  hands  and 
agree  to  meet  on  the  score  of  former  fiieiid- 
ship.  Mr.  Swartwout  insisted  on  the  signa- 
ture to  the  ajwlog}-.  aud  Mr.  Clinton  declin- 
ing, they  stood  at  their  {xjsts  and  fired  a 
fourth  shot.  Mr.  Swartwout  was  wounded 
in  the  left  leg,  about  five  inches  below  the 
knee.  Being  asked  if  he  was  satisfied,  Mr. 
Swartwout  replied:  "It  is  tiseless  to 
re^Hjat  the  question;  my  determination  is 
fixed,  and  I  l)eg  we  may  proceed."'  Mr. 
Clinton  re{)eated  that  he  bad  no 
animostity  agaius-t  Mr.  Swartwout;  was  sorry 
for  what  had  passed;  proposed  to  advance, 
shake  hands,  and  1)nry  the  past  in  oblivion. 
During  this  conversation  the  surgeon,  kneel- 
ing iit  his  side,  extracted  the  ball  from  Mr. 
Swartwout's  leg.  The  fifth  shot  being  fired, 
Mr.  Swartwout  received  a  ball  in  the  left  leg 
about  five  inches  above  the  ankle.  Still, 
however,  standing  at  his  jiost  jierfectly  c^m- 
P">f<etl.  At  the  requt-st  of  Mr.  Biker,  I  askt d  : 
"Are  you  satisfied  :"  He  forcibly  answered: 
"No.  .sir  ;  I  am  nut.  Proceetl."  Mr.  Clin- 
ton then  quit  his  |x>st,  declining  the  couft>at. 
and  declared  that  he  would  fire  no  more. 
Mr.  Swartwout  expressed  himself  surprised 
that  Mr.  Clinton  would  neither  apologize  iiui 
give  the  satisfaction  requn-ed.  and,  addressing 
me.  said  :  "What  shall  I  do,  my  friend  Y' 
I  answered  :  '"Mr.  Clinton  declines  making 
the  apology  retjuired.  refuses  taking  his 
lx}bition.  and  positively  declares  lie  will  fight 
no  more  ;  his  second  appearing  to  acquiesce 
in  the  disposition  of  bus  principal,  there  is 
nothing  further  for  you  to  do  now  but  to 
have  your  viounds  diessed."  The  surgeons 
attending  dresaed  his  wounds,  and  the  gen- 
tlemen returned  to  their  respective  barges  to 
the  city. 

One  of  the  most  wridely  known  men  of  any 
time  is  Captain  ]\Iartin  Scott.  Martin  Scott 
was  from  his  earliest  days  a  remarkably  fine 
pistol  and  rifle  shot.  W^hile  x>lowing  iu  the 
field  one  day  he  received  a  letter  which  en- 
closed him  bis  commission  as  ensign  in  the 
United  States  army.  He  had  never  applied 
for  the  position,  and  to  the  day  of  his  death 
never  knew  how  it  came  to  be  tendered  to 
him.  He  accepted  it.  however,  and  was 
soon  famous  throughout  the  whole  army  as 
the  best  shot  of  his  day.  Upon  the  authority 
of  Col.  B.  B.  Marcy,  United  States  army,  I 
w  ill  give  a  sample  cf  this  shooting.  A  play- 
ing card,  with  a  six>t  about  the  size  of  a  dime, 
was  tacked  upon  a  tree  seventy-five  yards 
distant.  Capt.  Scott  then  took  a  muzzle 
loading  squirrel  rifle,  and  projjosed  to  see 
how  quickly  he  could  load  and  tire  three 
times.  He  L-egan,  and  in  one  minute  aud 
twenty  seconiLs  had  loaded  and  fired  three 
times.  Of  course  this  was  very  quick  work, 
allowing  hardly  any  time  for  aiming.  The 
firing  was  almost  instantaneous.  When  Col. 
Marcy  went  to  examine  the  target  he 
found  one  hole  exactly  In  the  centre  of 
the  bidl's  eye.  He  remarked,  however,  that 
the  other  two  shotti  had  missed  the  target 
entirely.  Capt.  Smith  smiled,  called  for  an 
axe.  split  the  log.  and  found  the  three  balls 
imijedded  in  the  single  hole.  I'hese  shots 
were  all  off-hand.  Col.  Marcy  says  he  has 
seen  ofiicers  who  vouched  for  the  truth  of 
the  following,  having  seen  Capt.  Scott  do  it : 
He  would  take  two  potatoes,  and  throwing 
them  in  the  air  successively,  would  put  a 
pistol  ball  through  both  of  them,  as  thej- 
crossed  in  the  air.  the  one  going  up  and  one 
coming  down. 

The  first  duel  in  which  Capt.  Scott  wa,«« 
engaged,  was  tmder  the  following  circum- 
stances :  He  was  stationed  on  the  frontier 
at  the  military  post  of  Council  Bluffs.  The 
oflBoers  were,  the  most  of  them,  fond  of  a 
social  glass,  and  addicted  to  card  playing, 
and  they  considered  a  man  who  abstained 
entirely  from  like  indulgences,  as  wanting  in 
the  proper  spirit.  Capt.  Scott  never  drank  a 
glass  of  liquor  aud  never  played  a  game 
of  cards,  aud  while  he  was  very 
liberal  in  his  interconrse  with  his  brother 
oflBcers  he  wa.s  exceedmgly  parsimonious  in 
his  own  personal  expenses.  The  officers 
around  him  took  umbrage  at  this,  and  grad- 
ually withdrew  from  all  intercourse  with 
him,  tmtil  he  was  absolutely  put  into  coven- 
try  by  all  save  three  of  his  associates  iu  arms. 
He  submitted  for  a  long  time  to  the  insults 
and  persecutions,  and  then  held  a  council  of 
war  vrith  his  three  friends  to  determine  what 
wad  best  to  be  done.  They  told  him  that  only 
two  alternatives  were  left  him — one  was  to 
throw  up  his  commission  and  the  other  was 
to  challenge  the  first  man  that  should  in- 
sult him.  He  readily  chose  the  latter  course, 
and  his  determination  l>ecame  known 
throughout  the  post.  His  skill  as  a  marks- 
man and  his  undoubted  nerve  protected  him 
for  a  good  while,  no  one  caring  to  needlessly 
risk  an  encotmter  with  him. 

At  length,  however,  an  officer  from  a 
neighboring  post,  who  was  a  celebrated  shot, 
and  had  brought  down  his  man  in  about 
half  a  dozen  duels,  was  sent  for.  He  took 
the  first  opportunity  to  msult  Capt^  Scott. 
Tlie  insult  was  given  at  mess  table,  and  a 
challenge  immediately  followed.  In  telling  of 
the  duel  afterward,  Capt.  Scott  said  he  went 
to  the  ground  considerably  agitated.  Being 
utterly  opposed  to  dueling,  he  had  deter- 
mined to  throw  away  his  fire.  Just  about 
that  time  he  accidentally  overheard  his  an- 
ta^uiUtit  6ay  that  be  bad  a  veiy  disagreeabto 


job  on  hand  that  morning,  viz.:  the'  'foot- 
ing of  a  d — d  Yankee."  This  raised  Capt. 
Scott's  indignation,  and  he  determined  from 
that  moment  to  punish  his  opponent.  When 
the  word  was  given  the  men  fired  together. 
Capt.  Scott  raceived  a  slight  fiesh  wotmd,  aud 
sent  a  ball  whizzing  through  his  opponent's 
longs.  It  is  mentioned  as  a  ctirions  fact  that 
this  shot  saved  the  man's  life.  He  had  the 
consumption  before  the  duel  and  recovered 
afterward.  I  hesitate,  however,  to  recom- 
mend this  as  an  inevitable  cure  for  the  oun- 
snmption.  It  is  a  remedy,  however,  that  is 
apt  to  either  kill  or  ctire. 


THE  MOLLIES'  DEATH  WARBAMS. 
A.  »e«H«   mr  BraTs««  !■  the  F*tt«vllle 

[Telegram  to  the  Philadelphia  Prcsu.] 
PoTTsviLLE,  March  4. — Sheriff  Matz  read 
the  death  warrants  to  Jack  Kehoe  and  Den- 
nis Donnelly  at  noon  to-day  in  the  prison 
otfice  aud  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number 
of  attorneys.  Kehoe  was  first  brought  from 
his  cell,  and  walked  into  the  room  with  a 
smile  on  his  face,  saying,  "There's  quite  a 
crowd  here."  He  shook  hands  right  and 
left,  and  passed  the  compliment!)  of  the  day 
with  as  much  apparent  ease  as  if  he  had 
been  in  his  own  bar-room.  He 
took  a  seat,  leaning  back  easily, 
with  his  hands  over  his  knee,  and 
sat  perfectly  tmmoved  while  the  sheriff 
read  the  warrant.  First,  Mr.  Matz  said, 
"John,  the  governor  has  issued  your  death 
warrant,  and  it  is  my  duty  to  read  it  to  you.'' 
"Oh:  I  knowed  that  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,'' 
was  Kehoe's  reply.  When  the  sheriff  had 
concluded,  Kehoe  bowed  his  head  and 
smiled.  A  rather  painftil  silence  was  broken 
by  the  officer,  who  said,  "Well.  John,  make 
the  beat  of  it."  Kehoe  said,  slightly,  "Ohl 
yes.  How  are  you,  Joe?"  thus  mixing  his 
reply  and  salutation  to  the  deputy  sheriff. 
A/ter  a  moment's  pause  the  condemned  man 
arose,  and  saying.  '"Well,  such  things  wrill 
happen  once  in  a  while,"  returned  to  his 
cell.  He  is  looking  very  thin  and  pale,  and  is 
greatly  changed  in  appearance,  owing  to  the 
loss  of  bis  goatee  and  to  the  groAvth  of  side- 
whiskers.  He  displayed  more  courage  to- 
day than  on  any  occasion  since  bis  arrest, 
and  decidedly  less  nervousness.  Doimelly's 
warrant,  it  has  been  discovered,  was  issued 
because  the  clerk  of  the  courts  had  failed  to 
notify  Gov.  Hartranft  that  his  case  bad  been 
taken  to  the  supreme  cout1.  The  prisoner's 
coun.sel  were  very  much  opposed  at  first  to 
the  reading  of  the  document,  but  consented 
finally,  as  the  mere  act  of  reading  it  could 
make  no  material  difference.  Donnelly  tlid 
not  say  a  word*  either  before  or  after  the 
reading,  and  except  a  moving  of  the  throat 
as  if  choking,  gave  no  sign  that  he  under- 
stood the  import  of  the  warrant.  The  sheriff 
broke  down  with  his  second  dut}-,  and  had  to 
pause  momentarily  to  recover  his  voice.  A 
noteworthy  incident  of  the  reading  of  the 
second  warrant  was  the  fact  that  a  canary 
bird,  immediately  beneath  which  Donnelly 
sat,  during  the  entire  time  the  prisoner  oc- 
cupitid  the  chair,  pomed  forth  a  flood  of  joy- 
ous song.  Kehoe  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Mollie  Magnire  organization  in  Schuylkill 
county,  and  has  been  concerned  in  a  number 
of  murders.  He  was  convicted  last  summer 
of  the  murder  of  F.  W.  S.  Langdon.  near 
.\udenried.  Jtuie  14th.  186'-'.  Donnelly  was 
convicted  last  fall  as  an  accessory  to  the 
murder  of  Thoma.s  Sanger,  at  Baven  Run. 
in  September,  1875.  the  princii»al  in  thitf 
crime,  Thomas  Mnnley,  having  been  hanged 
at  Pottsville  last  June.

In  this 
overcrowded  coiuitry.  where  ix>litenes8  iu 
address  aud  Ijwiring  has  not  yet  been  elevate<l 
into  one  of  the  fine  nrts,  we  are  at  their 
mercy  continually;  our  peace  nnd  comfort 
are  often  altogether  in  their  hands.  Iu  the 
hauTxts  and  public  places  where  people  now- 
a-days  must  meet  perforce  the  brute  con- 
staiuly  afflicts  us.  and  we  cannot  escape  him. 
St>inetimes  he  is  dressed  in  a  little  brief  au- 
thority, a  i>olicenutn,  for  example,  Rlthongh 
rarely,  who  is  rudely  unsympathetic,  and 
threat'-ns  to  "run  us  in"  because  we  have  al- 
lowed ourselves  to  be  robbed;  more  often  it 
is  an  officiid  of  the  underground  railways, 
who  considei-8  it  an  instUt  to  be  asked  a  ques- 
tion or  to  be  supposed  that  he  is  there  for 
anything  but  his  ()wn  good  pleasure.  Brutes 
yet  again  unequalled  for  incivility  and  per- 
emptory aiis  may  h%  found  at  the  d<x)rs  of 
Burlington  hoase,  in  the  livery  of  the  Koyal 
.\cademy.  In  the  streets  brutes  jostle  us 
freely  if  we  will  let  them;  they  blind  us. 
quite  without  apology,  with  the  sharp  points 
of  tlieir  sticks  or  umbrellas,  which  they  cany 
recklesslj-  and  eareloisly  muler  their  arm-i. 
.\t  the  theatre  many  well-dressed,  seemingly 
well-to-do,  brutes  sometimes  spoil  all  our 
pleasure.  Ladies,  in  irreproachable  cos- 
tumes, giggle  or  goK-sip  aloud,  or  carry  on 
miblushing  flirtations,  callous  to  the  discom- 
fort of  neighbors  who  have  come  to  hear  the 
play  and  not  their  outsi>okeu  philanderin]gs. 
Gentlemen  ostensibly,  in  faultless  evening 
attire,  talk  of  their  private  affairs,  and  laugh 
at  their  own  jokes  tiirongli  three  acts.  or.

A  SSII*  on  Horf)«l»»«K  Over  the  Sil««oarl 
River. 

[Kansas  City  Times.] 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  escapades  of 
modem  times  is  that  of  Henry  Johnston,  of 
Clay  covmty,  who  made  a  swim  over  the  Mis- 
souri river  from  Kansas  City  to  Harlem.  It 
was  the  reckless  and  daring  event  of  the  age. 

The  Missouri  river,  opposite  this  city,  is 
about  a  half  mile  iu  width,  and  quite  rapid, 
inasmuch  as  it  whirls  rapidly  against  the 
rocky  bluffs  at  this  point  after  having  rolled 
restlessly  from  the  moimtains  two  thousand 
miles  above.  It  is  one  of  the  worst  curves 
in  the  river,  and  one  of  the  last  places  which 
would  be  selected  to  ferry  the  river  on  horse- 
back. 

It  was  about  midnight  when  the  stranger 
rode  to  the  river  bank  near  the  bridge.  He 
was  full  of  whisky  and  quite  loud  in  bis  ex- 
clamations of  disappointment  when  he  was 
informed  that  the  ferry  Ijoat  was  not  run- 
ning. 

He  rode  from  the  bridge  to  a  point  on  the 
iver  jtLst  above  the  first  pier,  and  pltmged 
into  the  current  of  the  Missouri  river  op- 
}X>site  Broadway.  It  was  not  dark,  for  the 
moon  was  visible,  and  the  shouts  of  the  reck 
less  horseman  as  be  urged  bis  horse  attracted 
the  police  and  the  night  watchmen.  The 
current  was  so  rapid  that  the  horse  and  rider 
made  little  progress  across  the  river  until 
after  the  crib  of  the  swinging  span  had  been 
passed.  There  was  nothing  to  l)e  seen  ex- 
cept the  bead  of  the  horse  and  the  head  and 
shotilders  of  the  reckless  rider;  these  cotild 
be  seen  on  the  surface  of  the  current  as  it 
floated  b} .  The  horse  and  rider  disappeared 
from  this  side  long  before  any  notice  was  re- 
ceived that  either  had  reached  the  Clay  coim- 
fy  shore.  But  "blootl  will  tell."  and  the 
mettle  of  Johnston's  horse  saved  its  drunken 
master's  life. 

About  one  o'clock  Harlem  was  aroused  by 
cries  for  held  on  the  river  bank,  nearly  op- 
pjsite  the  school  house,  k  man  and  horse 
were  found  mired  in  the  mud  on  the  river 
bank,  aud  help  was  wanted.  The  river 
Ijank  at  that  point  is  a  slough  of  mud  just 
now,  and  the  tired  horse  anditssotered  rider 
were  helpless  and  waiting  for  assistance. 
Horses  aud  rojjes  were  brought,  and,  with  a 
united  effort  of  the  citizens  of  Harlem,  the 
reckless  horseman  and  his  brave  annimal 
were  taken  from  the  river.  It  is  the  worst 
case  of  mentJtl  aberration  on  record.  John- 
ston is  at  home,  under  care  of  his  friends, 
but  he  will  live  in  history  as  the  man  who 
swam  the  Missouii  river  in  mid-winter  on 
horseback.

As  our  correspondent  observes  not  only  is 
there  nothing  in  the  recent  movements  of 
the  British  to  justify  this  advance,  but  there 
is  little  doubt  it  must  have  been  adopted 
prior  to  these  movements  and  independently 
of  them.  It  would  have  been  difficult  for 
Knsaia  to  adopt  a  course  less  likely  to  con- 
ciliate the  gcHxl  will  of  Europe  or  this  coun- 
try. Onr  corrertx>ondent  at  St.  Petersburg 
does  not  give  a  more  cheerful  report. 

It  is  there  said,  he  telb  us.  by  persons  of 
considerable  influence,  that  while  it  is  by  no 
means  certain  the  congress  will  assemble,  it 
is  not  very  likely  to  be  successful  if  it  does. 
England  and  Austria  are  accused  of  being 
animated  not  by  a  mere  desire  to  protect 
theii-  legitimate  and  material  interests,  but 
by  jealousy  of  the  military  and  diplomatic 
success  of  Kassia.  They  are  supposed, 
therefore,  to  be  desirous  of  diminishing,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  consequencCH  of  the  war. 
Russia,  it  is  stated,  will  declare  though  she  is 
willing  to  have  such  questions  as  that  of  the 
straits  discussed,  the  conditions  she  has 
already  signed  are  the  minimum  of  what  she 
has  the  right  and  determination  to  demand. 
The  diminution  of  the  results  of  the  war 
»)eing  thus  impossible.  England  it  is  said 
will  'seek  to  increase  them  by  demanding  the 
extension  of  Greece,  but  the  effect  of  this 
will  be  to  break  the  last  link  of  the  English 
alliance  with  Turkey  and  the  Sultan  will 
then  recognize  Kassia  as  his  surest  ally. 
That  these  notions  should  lie  seriously  enter- 
tained by  persons  of  authority  in  the  Rus- 
sian capital  indicates,  as  we  have  said,  a  con- 
dition of  mind  by  no  means  favorable  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion  of  the  present  nego- 
tiations.

In  Scribner  for  Match  is  these  cond  in- 
stallment of  Noali  Brook's  "  Remin- 
iscences of  Lincoln,''  continued  from  the 
Midwinter  number.  After  speaking  of  the 
l*resi<lent'3  great  delight  John  Broug- 
ham's "Pocahontas,"'  Mr.  Brooks  says: 

Lincoln  liked  to  go  to  the    theater.    H 
gave  him  ai  hour  oV  two  of  feedom  from 
care  and  worry,  and  what  was  better,  free- 
dom from  tJie  interruption  of  otKce-scek- 
ers  and  p«  liticians.  He  was  on  such  terms 
with  the  managers  of  two  of  the   theatei-» 
that  he  could  go  in  privately  by  the  stage 
iloor,  and  slip  into  the  stage  boxes  with- 
out being  seen   by   the  audience.     Con- 
eeabd    by     the    friendly   screen   of  the 
drapery,  he  saw  many  plays  without  pub- 
lic observation.     Once,  1  remember,   vye 
were  alone  together  at  Ford's  tlieater,   in 
a  box  directly  under  the  one  in  which  he 
afterward  wiis  assassinated.     He  was  in  a 
remarkable    flow   of   spirits,   and   made 
many  c  Jinical  remarks  on  the  progress  of 
the  play.    Edwin  Booth  was  playing   in 
"  The  Merchant  of  Venice,"   and,  as  we 
sat  two  or  three  of  the  supernunKraries.

A  United  States  war  vessel  is  needed 
at  San  Domingo  for  the  protection  of  Ameri- 
can residentti.

Meantime  the  Ameri- 
cans at  San  Domingo,  who  were  in  immediate 
danger  at  last  advices,  (three  weeks  ago)  may 
be  past  all  help.

The  number  of  new 
schools  is  upwards  of  4,000;  new  teachers 
upwart's  of  S,000:  new  scholars  217,000;  total 
seliool  attendance  nearly  2,000,000  or  6  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  population. 

Advices  from  China  to  February  17th 
report  the  famine  spreading  all  over  vhe 
northern  provinces  and  the  dis'.ress  luiparall- 
eled.

A  young  mau  named  William  Clegg, 
aged  23,  was  shot.  The  ball  lodged  just  be- 
low his  right  shoulder.  Ho  was  carried  into 
a  house  and  Dr.  Pollard  and  two  other 
physicians  sjient  an  hour  in  probing  for  the 
bail,  but  they  did  not  find  it.

Dr.  Pollard,  who 
visited  him  this  morning,  says  the  bullet, 
which  is  supposed  to  be  very  small,  is  em- 
bedded in  the  tissues  in  the  hollow  of  his 
arm,  and.  as  this  is  a  dangerous  place  for 
cutting,  he  advises  that  the  ball  be  left  there.

comer  of  Queen  and  Esther  street,  but  the 
prompt  action  of  the  police  prevented 
any  damage  being  done.  The  rioting 
was  kept  up  until  four  o'clock  this 
The  volunteers  had  been  dis- 
banded early  in  the  night,  and  mingled 
with  the  crowd.  The  entire  police  force 
was  finally  got  together,  and  gradually  the 
horde  of  rowdies  were  dispersed.  It  is  im- 
possible to  say  how  many  were  wounded, 
bnt  the  number  is  undoubtedly  very  large, 
probably  150.  Nearly  every  policeman  on 
the  force  is  more  or  less  injured.  Some 
rioting  took  place  to-day  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Cosgrove's  tavern,  but  was  speed- 
ily squelched  by  the  police.

was  secretly  conveyed  ont  of  the  city  during 
the  night  to  Mimico  station,  ou  the  Great 
Western  railway,  where  he  took  a  train  yes- 
terday for  suspension  bridge,  arriving  there 
this  afternoon.

A    marriage    en- 
gagement was  the  result,  but  the    parents  of 
the  young  lady,  in  consequence  of  her  youth, 
opiK>sed  the  match,  and  Judge  Leonard  was 
not  permitted  to  see  the  object  of  his    affec- 
tions except  in  the  presence  of   her  parents. 
When  the  time  arrived  for  the    departure  of 
the  Cuban  and  his  family  from  New  Orleans, 
the  young  lady  manifested  some    reluctance 
to  return  home,  but   an    arrangemenet    was 
finally  made  by  which  she  and  Judge    Leon- 
ard were  to  be  permitted  to    hold    free    and 
unrestricted    correspondence     through    the 
mails. 

After  her  departure  Judge  Leonard  wrote 
her  several  letters,  to  which  no  answers  were 
received,  which  naturally  annoyed  him  very 
much,  and  gave  rise  to  the  suspicion  that  his 
letters  had  been  intercepted  and  the  young 
lady  prevented    from   communicating  with 
him.     After  a  long  interval,  he  received  a 
brief  lettor  from    the    lady,  which  simply 
stated  that  she  had  not  heard  from  him  since 
her  return  to  Cuba,  and  that  she  could  not 
hear  from  him.     This  brief  letter  bore  evi- 
dence of  having  been  hurriedly  written,  and 
its  broken  and  soiled    condition    led    Judge 
Leonard  to  suspect  that  it  had  been  carried 
some  distance  by  a  negro,    to    be  secretly 
mailed.

A  week  or  two  before    his  de- 
parture he  called  on  the  President,  and,  in-  | 
forming  him  of  his    trouble,   requested    the  j 
President  to  write  a  i)ersonal    letter  to  the  ^ 
Cousul-General  reciuesting  him  to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  the  situation  and    whereabouts 
of  the  lady.     The  President   did  so,  and  in 
duo  time  Judge   Leonard    received    a  cable  i 
disi^tch  from  Havana  which   informed  him  i 
that  "Maria  had  been  sent  to  a  plantation  in  j 
the  country."    This  dispatch  was  not  signed  j 
by  the  consul-general,  but  bore  the  name  of  | 
a  party  unknown  to  Judge    Leonard.     This 
added  to  his  perplexity,  and    he  determined 
at  once  to  set  out  for  Caba.     He  callled  on 
Scnor  Mtmtilla,    the    Spanish    minister    at 
Washington,  and  making  known  to  him  his 
trouble,  obtained  a  letter  from  that    official, 
to  the  captain-general  of  Cuba,  recommend- 
ing him  to  do  whatever    was  proper  to  aid 
Judge  Leonard  in  his  delicate  mission.

Senate,  March  18.— Mr.  Edmunds  re- 
ported unfavorably  the  bill  to  permit  women 
to  practice  law  m  the  courts.  The  bill  for  the 
enforcement  of  decrees  of  United  States 
courts  in  other  States  was  reported  unfavor- 
ably  and  indefinately  postponed.  Other  bills 
were  reported  and  introduced.  The  bill  to 
consolidate  the  Ute  Indians  into  a  single  band 
was  discussed.  Mr.  Wincom  called  up  the 
fortifications  appropriation  bill,  and  it  was 
passed.  The  bill  prohibiting  the  members  of 
congress  from  t)ecoraing  surities  on  the  official 
bonds  passed.  The  bill  granting  an  Ameri- 
can register  toa  vessel  for  the  useofthe  Wood- 
ruff scientidc  expedition  was  discussed.  The 
senate  then  took  up  the  Pacific  railroad  sink- 
ing fund  bill,  and  Mr.  Christiancy  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  bill  reported  by  the  judiciary 
committee,  and  against  the  bill  of  the  railroad 
committee.  A  bill  was  then  sulimitted  by 
Mr.  Sarjrent  providing  for  the  organization  of 
a  volunteer  life-sa>ing  service  by  the  navy  de- 
partment. 

House,  March  18th.-  Several  bills  were 
introduced  and  referred,  among  them  a  new 
bill  for  the  payment  of  southern  mail  contract- 
ore,  and  others  involving  the  payment  of 
southern  claims.

on  his  wife's  hfe,  but  the  agent  refused  to  is 
sue  it  unless  he  would  take  one  on  his  own 
life.  To  secure  the  policy  on  the  life  of  his 
wife  he  agreed  to  take  one  for  $1,000  on  his 
own,  and  they  were  accordingly  issued.  On 
the  24th  of  October,  1876,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Prather  rode  to  Seymour,  a  distance  of 
seven  miles,  in  a  spring  wagon,  and 
returned  that  evening.  While  in 
Seymour.  Dr.  Chanrou  prescribed  a  solu- 
tion of  pills  for  Mrs.  Prather.  The  next 
morning  she  was  dying.  Her  physician  was 
convinced  that  she  was  suffering  from 
areenical  poisoning,  but  did  not  inform  Mr. 
Prather.  The  husband,  in  answer  to  the 
Doctor's  questioning,  said  Mrs.  Prather  had 
taken  one  of  the  pills,  the  solution  being 
yet  untouched.  Shortly  after  noon  the  wo- 
man died,  and  the  next  day  she  was  buried. 
The  succeeding  day  ho  visited  Seymour, 
and  was  apparently  very  anxious  about  pro- 
curing the  money  ou  the  insurance  policy. 

When  the  agent  learned  the  circumstances 
in  the  case  he  instigated  an  investigation, 
which  resulted  in  a  disinterment  of  the  body 
and  the  removal  of  the  stomach  fwr  analysis. 
It  was  sent  to  the  city  and  examined  by  Dr. 
•H.  Jameson,  who  found  very  decided 
traces  of  arsenic.  While  the  pro- 
ceedings were  in  progress  P-^tbe 
exhibited  the  greatest  concern,  which  he  ex- 
pressed to  several  persons,  that  "they  would 
find  poison  in  the  stomach,"  and  as  to  his 
fate  iu  case  it  was  found.  He  approached 
the  coroner  of  the  couAty,  and  gave  him  a 
*10  bill  "for  old  friendship's  sake,''  which 
the  coroner  took,  marked,  and  laid  away. 
Afterward  Prather  said  he  gave  him  the 
money,  bo  that  the  jar  containing  the  stom- 
ach might  receive  good  and  careful  treat- 
ment. 

After  the  return  of  the  stomach,  with  the 
report  of  the  analytic  chemist,  the  grand 
jury  of  Jackson  county  ipdicted  Prather  for 
tho  murder  of  his  wife.  He  was  tried  last 
February,  and  after  two  weeks  constant  at- 
tendance, the  jury  was  given  the  case.  For 
twenty-fonr  hours  the  jury  stood  six  to  six, 
and  then,  being  worn  out,  agreed  to  a  verdict 
of  acquittal.

The  bread  baked  is  really  home  made,  sweet, 
and  of  a  quality  superior  to  that  found  in 
most  public  institutions.  Between  whiles 
the  crochet  needles  are  plied  by  the  attend- 
ants, and  all  wheels  move. 

.\s  might  be  expected,  a  large  proportion 
of  the  convicts  can  neither  r^d  nor  write, 
and  a  school  has  been  established  occupying 
a  neat,  cosy  room  in  a  pleasant  part  of  the 
second  story  center.  In  this  school  seven 
classes  daily  are  assembled  of  twenty-four 
scholars  each.  The  lessons  in  most  of  these 
clas.se8  are  simply  reading  and  writing.  The 
avidity  with  which  the  women  take  to  study 
ia  amazing,  and  so  is  their  progress  as  well. 
We  found  several  women  who  have  been  in- 
mates but  a  short  time,  who  have  alr«>ady 
learned  to  read  simple  exercises,  and  in  writ- 
ing their  progress  is  simply  astonishing.  All 
ages  are  represented,  and  the  older  scholars 
seem  to  outvie  the  younger  in  their  applica- 
tion and  successs. 

Iu  all  these  rooms,  as  well  as  in  the  better 
class  of  cells,  the  presence  of  plants  and 
flowei-s  is  noticeable  upon  entering,  and  the 
pleasure  their  presence  affords  cannot  be 
overrated. 

On  Saturday  the  convicts  write  home,  or 
to  their  friends  outside.  Devotional  exer- 
cises are  held  in  the  chap«l  every  morning 
and  evening,  and  appropriate  services  in  the 
same  way  on  Sabbath  morning,  with  Sunday 
sehool  in  the  afternoon.  A  singing  school 
is  held  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  evenings  of 
each  week.  Clergymen  of  all  denominations 
are  welcomed  to  the  prison,  and  given  the 
fullest  liberty  in  their  clerical  capacity. 

In  the  nursery  there  aro  at  present  forty- 
three  babies,  fourteen  of  whom  were  born  in 
the  prison  during  the  short  time  since  its 
opening.  In  no  department,  except,  per- 
haps, the  hospital,  is  the  peculiar  influence 
of  the  establishment  so  noticeable.  Eighteen 
mouths  is  the  limit  of  age  during  which  the 
youngsters  may  be  allowed  to  remain.  They 
are  attended  by  their  mothers  when  the 
health  of  the  latter  will  permit,  and  their 
appearance,  tncked  away  in  their  little 
cradles,  cannot  fail  to  interest.  The  nursery 
is  bright  and  attractive,  abounding  in  plants 
and  flowei-s,  and  no  wonder  a  look  of  satis- 
faction rests  upon  each  mother's  face. 

The  hospital  is  the  most  cheerfully  sit- 
uated room  in  the  building,  and  is  excel- 
lently provided  with  every  appliance  and 
attribute  which  should  be  foimd  in  such  a 
department.  The  lady  doctors  and  apothe 
caries  are  hard  at  it  iu  tho  dispensary  during 
■lick-eall,  and  the  quiet  dignity  and  business- 
like air  of  the  operators  win  the  tribute  of 
thorough  respect  from  the  first  look. 

In  the  reception-room  the  other  day,  a 
pleasant  incident  occurrud.  A  young  man 
appeared  at  the  prison,  and  avowed  his  will- 
ingness and  his  intention,  if  he  could  be  al- 
lowed, to  marry  one  of  the  prisoners.  "With 
him  came  his  employer,  and  agreed  to  give 
him  work  constantly  as  a  guarantee  that  he 
could  support  a  family.  The  girl  was  noti- 
fied and  willing,  and  a  visiting  priest  per- 
formed the  ceremony.  The  little  reception- 
room  was  made  to  shine  for  the  occasion, 
and  gre-n  leaves  and  nodding  flowers  did 
th«  ir  best  to  illustrate  this  first  festal  rite 
within  tho  prison. 

Stop!  This  was  not  the  first  festival  event. 
On  Christmas  the  first  was  witnesseil.  From 
this  there  came  a  result  so  eminently  femi- 
nine in  its  cause  that  it  became  a  marked 
feature  in  the  occasion.  True  to  their  in- 
stiucis.  many  of  these  prisone-s  had  declared 
ihat  if  their  furniture  only  included  a  look- 
ing glass,  if  It  was  only  one  inch  across  the 
lace,  they  ahould  be  delighted.  The  Christ- 
mas tree  was  thick  with  little  circular  look- 
in:,'  glas.seR  in  metal  setting,  and  if  you  ever 
vi^it  this  institution,  just  look  upon  the  lit- 
tle table  in  any  of  the  upstairs  cells,  and  yon 
will  be  Bui-e  to  see  how  carefully  they  are 
treasured.

I  see  no  reason,  however,  why 
they  should  be  held  at  such  exorbitant 
prices  as  are  those  of  one  particular  pat- 
ent, as  they  are  very  simple,  such  as  any 
tin-smith  can  make.  Many  of  us  can  re- 
member with  jdeasure  tht  savory  dishes 
prepared  by  our  mothers  or  grandmothers, 
and  baked  in  the  old  fashioned  Dutch 
own  before  the  fire-place,  and  will  hail 
with  delight  the  advent  of  the  covered 
bakers  which  possess  the  merits  of  the 
aforesaid  oven  while  being  applicable  to 
stoves.

By  this  plan,  the  occupints  of 
the  cell  are  allowed  to  go  to  the  labor  in  the 
gentral  work  rooms  lo  which  they  have  be- 
come accustomed.  As  becomes  good  house- 
keeping, the  chamber  work  is  all  done  up  iu 
the  morning,  and  every  department  is  kept 
as  neat  and  tidy  as  a  Dutch  kitchen. 

The  work-ioo-ns  are  large  and  airy,  and 
arc  provided  with  every  facility  fur  the  labor 
to  bo  performed,  accordiu:;  to  its  kind.  In 
one  room  are  to  be  found  from  forty  to  sixty 
women  putting  caue  s^ats  to  cliuir-boitoms.

Story  of  a  Danghcer's  Lore. 

There  may  be  victims  of  absolutely  in- 
curable bad  appetite.  Such  victims  are  rare- 
ly fortune  if  God  gives  them  a  friend,  and 
especially  a  child,  who  can  help  them  iu  their 
hour  of  temptation.  A  writer  in  the  Hart- 
ford Timen  describes  an  interesting  case  of 
a  Portland  sea-captain  who  never  drank  on 
shipboard,  but  was  unable  to  resist  the  im- 
pulse to  drink  as  soon  as  he  landed.

Ho 
landed,  buttoned  his  overcoat  to  his  chin  in 
his  excess  of  resolution,  reported  to  the  own- 
ers, walked  deliberately  to  the  nearest  rum- 
shop,  and  in  two  hours  was  stupidly  drcmk 
again. 

An  nnseen,  inexplicable,  yet  irresistible 
power  carried  him,  in  spite  of  all  his  good 
resolutions,  to  the  fatal  resorts.  He  went  to 
a  low  hotel,  and  buried  himself  from  his 
frienns,  and  did  nothing  but  think,  thor- 
oughly determined  not  to  go  home  at  all  this 
trip.  But  love  hunted  him  out:  his  wife  got 
him  home  and  straigtened  him  out  for  an- 
other voyage. 

His  next  two  returns  were  but  repetitions 
of  the  one  described.  His  family  were  in  de- 
spair. His  wife  fell  ill,  and  his  eldest 
daughter  determined  that  the  next  time  love 
should  not  be  defeate<1. 

When  his  ship  was  nearly  ;due  '  she  took 
lodgings  near  the  wharf,  overlooking  the 
harbor,  and  the  moment  his  vessels  was 
sighted,  she  took  a  sail-boat  and  went  down 
the  harbor  to  meet  him.  Never  was  helji 
more  needed.  His  struggles  had  effected  a 
mental  and  physical  exhaiLstion  rendering 
him  completely  helpless.  He  embraced  his 
noble  daughter  almost  hysterically,  but  warn 
ed  her  that  if  she  did  not  watch  him  closely, 
he  should  run  away  from  her. 

But  love  had  keen  eyes  as  well  as  devotion.
